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n the past ten years the dental profes- 
sion has made great progress in the 
field of dentistry for children. More

Dr. Burket tient, with emphasis 
placed on prevention. The public is be- 
coming aware of the importance of den- 
tal health for their children. Membership 
in the American Society of Dentistry for 
Children has shown a substantial ; 
The American Board of Pedodontics and 
the American Academy of Pedodontics 
are now firmly established. However, 
there still remains a large group of our 
profession who, for various reasons, do 
not involve the child in their practice. 
The practitioners who do render service 
to children, especially those who limit

their practice to pedodontics, are aware 
of this and cognizant of the problems. It 
is to those who accomplish little or no 
dentistry for the child, but are desirous of 
successfully performing dental service for 
children, that the forthcoming remarks 
are directed. Dental caries is not decreas- 
ing and the public, as well as the profes- 
sion urgently need more family dentists 
who care for the dental needs of the en- 
tire family, just as the family physician 
serves them for their various afflictions. 

Why do general practitioners of den- 
tistry evade children? Some of the reasons 
given are: Unable to manage children, 
dislike children, not acquainted with tech- 
nics, do not believe in pedodontics and 
fees are too low. There are others. A few 
individuals do have a genuine dislike for 
children. These few certainly should not 
include them in their practice, but should 
recognize their needs and refer them to 
capable colleagues. The other reasons are 
all hurdles which may be overcome with 
little difficulty. Dentistry for children, 
other than being carried out on a growing 
child, is basically quite similar to adult 
dentistry. Dentists, collectively, are indeed 
versatile and adapt their skill to many 
different kinds of operations. They attend 
clinics, study clubs, meetings and are 
eager to learn new technics. By reading 
one or two textbooks? on the subject, 
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(Dr. Burket was graduated from Western Dental College (University of Kansas 
City) in 1935. He maintained a practice in his hometown of Kingman, Kansas, from 
1935 to 1944. In’44 he entered military service and was honorably discharged as Cap- 
tain in 1946. He returned to Kingman and resumed his practice there until 1952 when 
he accepted a post as Associate Professor of Pedodontics at the University of North 
Carolina, which he held until his recent return to Kingman. 

Dr. Burket served as Secretary-Treasurer of the 7th District Dental Society of 
Kansas, 1949-51, and as Secretary-Treasurer of the North Carolina Unit of the 
American Society of Dentistry for Children, 1955-56. He has appeared on programs 
of many dental meetings and has had papers published in various dental journals. 

He is a Diplomate of the American Board of Pedodontics, a Fellow in the American 
College of Dentists, and member of Omicron Kappa Upsilon, Xi Psi Phi and Delta 


Tau Delta fraternities.) 


following and reviewing current® and past 
literature, the accepted procedures could 
readily be learned and employed. Many 
schools of dentistry offer short refresher 
courses designed to bring the general 
practitioner “up to date” on modern 
pedodontic practices. Those who have 
followed this plan have been pleasantly 
surprised to find children’s dentistry an 
interesting and attractive part of their 
professional life. 

From past experience in general prac- 
tice, association with dentists, and in 
teaching pedodontics, it has been ob- 
served that the greatest barrier to success- 
ful pedodontics is the economic factor. 
The feeling that adequate compensation 
cannot be received for dental care of the 
child patient is predominant among far 
too many members of the dental profes- 
sion. In most instances this is due to the 
failure of establishment of a firm founda- 
tion. That foundation is a thorough ex- 
amination, diagnosis and treatment plan 
explained to the parent, including a dis- 
cussion and understanding of the fee in- 
volved. 

The design for this foundation contains 
the following four parts: 

I. Intelligent perception of child 
ent. 
II. Complete dental examination 
(clinical and radiographic). 
III. Establishment of a definite di- 
agnosis, treatment plan and fee. 
IV. Explanation of plan and fee to 


parent. 
These fundamentals will be considered 
for further discussion. 
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The term “child training” could best 
be used, as the majority of children need 
to be trained in dental office conduct just 
as they must be taught proper behavior 
at school, church, etc. This study usually 
falls upon the dentist and his assistant, as 
many parents are governed by their own 
experiences* in dental offices. Volumes 
have been compiled about child training 
by authorities on psychology. Countless 
theories, some contradictory, have been 
presented on methods of child care and 
treatment of particular behavior patterns. 
The subject could become complicated 
and confusing if one were to try to follow 
all suggested ideas. A simple approach to 
the problem will accomplish excellent re- 
sults on the majority of normal children. 
Three fundamental principles are fol- 
lowed. 

1. Keep parent out of operatory. Bet- 
ter dentistry more efficiently performed 
will result, even on well behaved children, 
if this plan is followed. It is essential that 
a dental assistant always be present while 
the child is in the chair. After one or two 
visits the child readily accepts this proce- 
dure. More difficulty is usually encount- 
ered with the parent in regard to this 
policy than with the child. A small, care- 
fully worded notice explaining the rule, 
placed in the reception room, will aid in 
parental cooperation. Certain instances 
occur when it is necessary to have a par- — 
ent at the chair. An example of this is 
when explaining treatment plans and 
procedures. 


2. Firmness with sincere praise and 
kindness when deserved. In other words: 
“Rule them with an iron hand and praise 
them to the skies.” The dentist should al- 
ways be the master of his own office and 
be prepared to handle situations in a con- 
fident manner. A child can sense when a 
dentist feels insecure, or afraid, and will 
proceed to give that dentist a bad time. 
Children respect discipline, thus a poor 
disciplinarian will lose their respect.® 
They also expect, appreciate and respond 
to praise when earned. The dentist who 
develops attributes of firmness, fairness 
and kindness will find few difficulties and 
much satisfaction in his association with 
children. Occasionally one encounters a 
child that will require extreme firmness 
and more rigid control. The “towel treat- 
ment” is seldom used by experienced 
operators. A hand securely placed over 
the mouth of a screaming or crying child, 
with adequate voice control,® will work 
wonders. One should not lose his temper. 
There is no excuse for any child to incur 
physical injuries as a result of dental 
training. There are those who condemn 
this method, believing that it might create 
a personality problem. In every child’s 
life there arise occasions when it becomes 
necessary to make him submit to an un- 
pleasant experience. Adjustments to such 
situations in early life do much toward 
strengthening our youngsters for severe 
physical and emotional disturbances 
which are inevitable in later years. 
Goddard’ believes that children should 
be kept happy; but the happiest children 
are frequently from large families where 
love, kindness and discipline are im- 
partially tendered. 

3. A gift or present following each 
visit. Everyone enjoys a present, and to 
culminate each visit in this manner is an 
effective means of stimulating the child 
to leave with a good feeling. The unpleas- 
ant is soon forgotten if associated with a 
pleasant event. The gift should never be 
given in the spirit of a reward or bribe 
but as a token of esteem to let the child 
know that he is a friend, regardless of 
whether his conduct was good or bad. 
Presents need not be expensive. Plaster 


casts produced from rubber moulds, dime 
store toys, scratched mouth mirrors, 
empty boxes, etc., all serve the purpose. 
Caution should be used to provide gifts 
that are harmless and can cause no per- - 
sonal injury. 

The above methods of training the 
child patient have been tried and proven 
successful, on normal children, by many 
practitioners. They are accepted by pedo- 
dontists and taught in pedodontic courses 
at certain schools of dentistry. The most 
difficult children frequently develop a 
great friendship for their dentist. All chil- 
dren will not respond exactly the same. 
The mentally retarded, physically handi- 
capped and sick children should be han- 
dled in a different manner. These and 
certain others are often referred by the 
family dentist to a specialist. After ex- 
perience is gained, the average dentist 
usually finds himself capable to care for 
a greater per cent of these difficult cases. 


An accurate clinical examination and 
charting of existing dental conditions, 
followed by a radiographic examination 
are usually accomplished at the child’s 
first visit. In this manner the child is in- 
troduced pleasantly to dental procedures. 

A good examination form and chart is 
an asset in recording dental information 
and maintaining records. There are many 
acceptable charts and record forms to be 
obtained from printing companies, or the 
dentist may design one for his own par- 
ticular needs. The general physical con- 
dition of the child is to be considered; 
hence a place should be provided on the 
examination form for recording routine 
questions of that nature. A few pointed 
questions directed to the parent relative 
to the child’s past illness, present medical 
treatment, allergies, heart condition and 
name of physician should be listed. The 
chart should have diagrams of both pri- 
mary and permanent dentition. In exam- 
ining the mouth one should not only look, 
but observe. The condition of ‘the gin-

givae should be noted as well as the occlu- 
sion of the teeth and their arrangement 
in the arch. Existing restorations, carious 
lesions, missing teeth, supernumerary 
teeth, and any other abnormality should 
be recorded. A code system and the use 
of colored pencils may be utilized, thereby 
simplifying the examination. 

A radiographic examination is of equal 
importance in providing complete treat- 
ment for children.* Among recent con- 
tributors to radiographic technic for chil- 
dren are Waggener and Ireland,® and 
Hayden and Richards.” An adequate 
dental survey should include a full series 
periapical plus bite wing exposures. In 
the preschool child, ten size O periapical 
and two size O bite wing films are usually 
sufficient. More may be taken if deemed 
necessary. After the first permanent molar 
has erupted it is possible to utilize the type 
2 or standard periapical film for periapi- 
cal views and the same type film, with 


bite wing loops, for bite wing exposures. 
In certain instances, such as very young 
children, occlusal or lateral jaw films may 
be used. As the age of the child increases 
so does the need for additional exposures. 
Valuable diagnostic information may be 
obtained from good radiographs; there- 
fore every effort should be extended to 
obtain desired results. Different types of 
film holders are available and can be of 
an advantage if used. Under no circum- 
stance should the operator or technician 
hold the film for exposure unless adequate 
protection is provided. Lead impregnated 
gloves may be worn and the film held 
in position with a small straight haemo- 
stat.

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growth and development is required. 
Schour and Massler’s!? excellent review 
of the development of the human denti- 
tion is recommended for study. The chart, 
showing stages of development, which 
was used in illustration has been enlarged 
for framing and is available from the 
American Dental Association. It is in- 
valuable as a teaching aid for both the 
dentist and his patients. The dentist 
should sit at a desk, with radiographs on 
a view box, and complete the chart re- 
cording by adding the findings from the 
radiographs. The treatment indicated 
should be planned. Orthodontic cons:l- 
tation may be required and should be ob- 
tained before a final treatment plan is 
compiled. 

An estimate of the fee should be given 
careful consideration. The cost of main- 
taining a dental office is the same for chil- 
dren as for adults; therefore the fee must 
be comparable to that for the adult pa- 
tient. The successful dentist cannot afford 
to practice good dentistry for low fees and 
he cannot afford to practice poor den-

tistry for any fee. No business can operate 
long without a fair profit. The number 
and length of appointments required are 
also listed to simplify the assistant’s duties 
in arranging for them. 


THE EXPLANATION OF TREATMENT PLAN 
AND FEE TO PARENT 


Possibly no phase of dentistry is any 
more difficult for the average practitioner 
than explaining necessary treatment, need 
for that treatment and cost to the patient; 
yet none is more important. If the harvest 
is to be reaped the seed must be planted 
and this is the time to plant the seeds of 
dental education to the parent. It is not 
easy. The importance of the primary 
teeth, their need for treatment must be 
clearly demonstrated to the parent. The 
dentist must sincerely and truthfully state 
what he plans to accomplish, what the 
parent may expect, and how much it will 
cost. Teaching aids and demonstration 


The Schour and Massler chart, as men- 
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tioned, will aid in answering many of the 
questions frequently asked. Models show- 
ing results of dental neglect, space main- 
tainers, partial dentures, etc., may be pur- 
chased from various sources or fabricated 
from impressions'” of actual cases. These 
models are easily and quickly produced 
in self polymerizing acrylic from alginate 
impressions. (Slides of model technic 
shown at time essay presented.) By this 
technic an inexpensive demonstration 
model for each type of case may be on 
hand and used as needed. If the dentist 
expects to be paid for his services, the fee 
must be stated and an understanding 
made with the parent as to method of 
payment. This may be typed and given 
to the parent with a copy included in the 
patient’s record. Misunderstandings and 
arguments are thereby prevented. 

Many may hesitate to include the 
above procedures in their office routine. 
Those who do use it find that it functions. 
The important thing is: If we as a 
branch of the healing arts are to continue 
to practice with freedom from govern- 
rental control, we must not forget the 
child.
